OLDEST HUNTER KILLS 


BUCK WEIGHING 800 POUNDS 


. To the oldest hunter in the South 
Mountain, William 
Benchoff, 
aged 


75 years, goes the credit of bagging 
the largest deer of the present sea- 
son in the South Mountains, accord- 
ing to reports from the various camps. 
Mr. Benchoff's kill was a 9-point buck 
measuring 22 inches across the ant- 
lers and weighing 200 pounds. It was 
shot in the head waters of Thomas 
Creek, seven miles west of Iron 
Springs, in the heart of the mountains. 
Mr. Benchoff, or "Uncle Billy", as he 
is known to every hunter in the hills, 
prefers to hunt alone and according- 
ly Wednesday afternoon left his home 
in HamilUnban township, and walk- 
ed to a deserted cabin ten miles dis- 
tant to be ready for the sunrise, the 
opening day. 


Reports of bucks being killed con- 


tinue to be received from the various 
camps and individual hunters and it 
is believed the camp limit will be se- 
cured by a number of the clubs.

through the illegal killing of does on 
the mountain were the Warner hos- 
pital and the county home, Gettys- 
burg; and Paradise Protectory, Ab- 
bottstown.

according to the advices of the jury corn- 
n.iseioners, who Tuesday started to Mil the 
jury wheel prior to drawing the names of 
the men who will eit on the grand and 
petit juries during tire next year. The 
reason the commissioners are opposed to 
h ivmp women sitting on Adams county 
juries is that no accommodations have 
been provided for them, and one commis- 
sioner stated that no woman's name would 
be put in the wheel until the county com- 
missioners made reasonable provision to 
take care of the female jurors.

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TAXES DROP NEARLY -MILLION 
Adams County Commissioners, who 


have been making comparisons of the 
tax returns of the 40 assessors in Ad- 
ams county, en money, stock and oc- 
cupations, have .announced that the 
amount of taxable stock and occupa- 
tions has fallen off nearly one million 
dollars in this county during the past 
several years. During the war the 
value of taxable property was unusu- 
ally high and the assessments were 
in proportion to the selling price of 
stock and'property and to the amount 
of money which could be earned. 
But 


since that time the assessments have 
been falling off and the commission- 
ers have asked in many cases that the 
assessments be made less than for- 
mer years. This year prior to the 
time for the assessments the asses- 
sors at the request of the commission- 
ers, agreed among themselves to as- 
sess all property at 60 per cent, of 
its value. Judging from the returns, 
23 of the assessors have followed the 
advifce andl have assessed property 
at 60 per cent, of its appraised value. 
It is the desire of tne commissioners 
to equalize the assessments in the 
various voting districts In order that 
there may be no complaints when the 
tax receipts are returned. 


In past assessments, the percentage 


taken for property was in the neigh- 
borhood of 40 and 45 per cent, of the 
value. 
In a number of the districts 


this year, however, it is noticed by 
the commissioners, that the taxable 
property has not been equally assess- 
ed. It also is noticed in the com- 
parisons now being made that less 
money is at interest than formerly. 
This is not surprising according to 
the commissioners, for more money 
is being put into the improvement ot 
properties throughout the county. 


The commissioners also find from 


their records that taxable money at 
interest is not being mentioned in 
many of the tax returns. 
There is 


no way in which the true amount ot 
money at interest can be learned, 
according to the commissioners, but 
it is the desire to have the assess- 
ments as near equal as possible. 


In all but one of the districts re- 


turned, the assessors have complied 
with the request of the commission- 
ers to assess horses and mules at an 
average of $GO a head and cows at $40 
a head. The assessments vary, how- 
ever, from $55 to $65 for horses and 
mules and from $40 to $28 for cows. 
Last year these chattels we,re assess- 
ed at from $40 to $45 a head. Ac- 
cording to the clerk of the commis- 
sioners, the returns from the richest 
voting district in the county show the 
lowest valuation this year on cows, 
while it is known that this district has 
choicest stock.

Henry Koldn, a World War veter- 


an, died at his home near Fountain- 
dale on Thursday morning aged 35 
years. Mr. Kolda came to Gettysburg 
in 
191S and enlisted in the Tank 


Corps. He .had heen tn the Regular 
Army since 1903. While in Gettys- 
burg he fell in love with Miss Maude 
Reed, of Fail-field, employed at the 
time in Gettysburg, and their marriage 
was the first marriage in cnmo. In 
August 15)18 he sailed for France, and 
had a wonderful experience at the 
front 
He was the driver of a tank 


in the Argonne and a bomb struck 
the tank, killing all in charge except 
Kolda. At one time he found himself 
marked with a tag meaning his case 
was hopeless, while one alongside of 
him was marked for the hospital. Dis- 
covering the neighboring body was 
dead he exchanged the tags and reach- 
ed help. Upon his return his condi- 
tion was found to be pitiful and thru 
the efforts of the local Red Cross, as- 
sisted by Albert Lentz Post, he was 
helped and an examination secured 
which found him totally disabled and 
compensation so awarded.

Federal System of Placement Training 


for Ex-Service Men All Wrong 


By COL. C. R. FORBES, Director U. S. Veterans' Bureau 


From the investigation I have made on the sub- 


ject of vocational education, as now being conducted 
by the government, I am convinced that our present 
method of placement training has been demonstrated 
conclusively to be all wrong.- 
Former service men, 


who have been given medical attention in hospitals, 
are now being placed in many instances in sweatshops 
and "mushroom concerns." They are not being given 
the training contemplated by the government, but on 
the other hand are being used as a source of cheap 
labor for the purpose of earning profits for the man- 


agers of these institutions. 


Furthermore, the government has furnished these privately managed 


training shops with their machinery and equipment. I propose to close 
every "mushroom" institution. There are 40 or 50 different types of 
these. I figure there are 30,000 veterans of the total 100,000 now receiv- 
ing vocational training in places of this character. I doubt very much 
if five per cent of the entire 6,000 veterans represented as rehabilitated 
are actually engaged in the work assigned to them by the government. 
They are accepted for certain classes for training in designated institu- 
tions, and all too frequently are assigned to some other class of work 
which will make the proprietor more money for himself. 


Isn't it rotten on the face of it? It is nothing short of slavery to put 


men in certain types of these institutions. We want to establish schools 
so the men will be honestly and properly rehabilitated instead of destroy- 
ing their morale. We are going to give better study to the physical, men- 
tal and moral side of each man given into our care. 


In addition to these schools there will be employment offices created 


for the location of men after they have been thoroughly trained, and there 
will be a follow-up system so that when a trainee after leaving the govern- 
ment schools shows a special aptitude in his work he can be given spe- 
cialized assistance. 
Graduates of the national schools will be given cer- 


tificates as journeymen under a guarantee of the government. 


It Would Be a Terrible Reflection 


Upon Modern Civilization If— 


By GOVERNOR-GENERAL LEONARD WOOD—Address in Japan 


There has been a great deal of loose and foolish talk about trouble 


between America and Japan. But all this is nonsense. I think I know 
the American people well, and I am certain that on their part there is no 
desire and no intention to dwell in any but the friendliest relations with 
their neighbors of Japan. 


Loose and idle reports by irresponsible persons have been largely re- 


sponsible for this talk of strained relations, but our relations are not 
etrained, and are going always to be good. Americans want to build up 
trade and commerce, but welcome open and fair competition. Americans 
are sure the Japanese ask only the same. There is room enough for all 
in honorable competition. 


It would be a terrible reflection upon modern civilization if two great 


peoples like those of Japan and the United States could not get together 
around the "conference board and settle all, or nearly all, of their difficul- 
ties. We cannot hide the fact, of course, that great issues may arise that 
will challenge all our will and diplomacy to reach a solution, but there 
seems to be nothing in the present situation between Japan and America 
justifying even a suspicion of such an issue. 


Whether the United States and Canada 


Are Peopled by Incendiaries—

' We must admit that the older nations of the world regard us in North 


America with curious eyes. They cannot understand exactly how we do it. 
They have not made up their minds whether the United States and Can- 
ada are peopled by incendiaries or if we are childish people who love to 
play with matches. 


Perhaps in the carelessness of the use of fire the United States and 


Canada are the greatest offenders in the world. Our citizens greAV up with, 
the smell of smoke in their nostrils and the clang of the fire gong in 
their ears. 


If the average citizen can be persuaded to stop and discuss the mat- 


ter, he will admit that the results of the fire are deplorable, that the annual 
loss of from 15,000 to 20,000 lives is distressing, that the almost incredible 
destruction of property is at least unfortunate; but there his interest seems 
to end, and he turns his thoughts to more personal affairs, unless fire 
may happen to visit him as well, when for a time it acquires a persona] 
flavor.

The fact that we trace our reverence of law from a common fount, 


is one of the chief causes of Anglo-American friendship. In our practice 


, of the law we are guided by the same principles and arrive at the same con- 


clusions ae yourselves. Here in actual existence is a case of ''hands across 
the sea." The application of these same principles may be a strong force in 
the movement for the peace of the world. It is in our hands, the lawyers of 
these two great countries, to do quite as much as the statesmen or the 
press in making a contribution to the peace of the world. The world is 
aide of war. 
We must do what we can to save the world from future 


misery. 


If the lawyers of our country who preserve the ideal view of the prog- 


ress and traditions of the two nations would devote themselves to that 
task with the same fervor with which our soldiers laid uown their lives in 
France, such occasions as this international gathering would, in the future,

if we did that. Perhaps it is a better 
suggestion to say that we should al- 
ways take a recommendation with res- 
ervations. 


If a friend of yours tells you that 


she has found a good dressmaker she 
really puts herself under no obliga- 
tions to prove her statement, but if 
you should ask for the dressmaker's 
address you put your friend under the 
necessity of proving that the dress- 
maker Is good. So if you do usk peo- 
ple to recommend anything, you must 
show your good breeding by abiding 
by the results without complaint. It 
would be the height of rudeness on 
your part to criticize a dressmaker 
whose address you had aske°d for i'rom 
a friend who had told you about her. 
If you do not agree with the friend's 
recommendation you are, of course, at 
liberty never to have her again! Of 
course the dressmaker Is only an ex- 
ample and the same rules hold good 
of anything that is recommended to 
you—from a book to a new kind of 
breakfast food.

Christian martyr, whose body was dis- 
interred in perfect state after 200 
years and enshrined in a church. It 
is she who is the patron saint of sa- 
cred music. In her honor Philip 1 of 
France and William I of England 
each named a daughter Cecile. 
The 


English Cecile straightway became 
Cicely, and became enormously popu- 
lar about the time of the Reformation.

It was Cicely Neville, called the Rose 
of Baby, afterward the duchess of 
Tork, who gave the name greatest 
vogue in England, where she was 
known ns Proud Cis. Her grandchild; 
Princess Cicely Plantagenet, was a 
nun. 


After the Reformation, strangely 


enough, Cicely became a generic term 
for milkmaids and sank into oblivion. 
When it was revived it came forth as 
Ceciiia and was straightway contract- 
ed to Cecily and Cecil. 


Cecily's talisuianic stone is jet, de- 


noting sorrow, yet, if it is worn by Cec- 
ily, it is said to preserve her 
from 


misfortune, suffering and danger of 
every sort.

SHIPWRECKED 


Captata Horace Stewart, son of Dr. 


and Mrs, Henry Stewart. Gettysburg, 
who is in the merchant marine ser- 
vice, landed 16 days late at the port of 
New Orleans last week after an ei- 
eitiag experience in a shipwreck. In 
the early days of the war Mr. Stewart 
had a number of thrilling experiences 
during his many trips to and from 
France, but this one was the most per- 
ilous. Mr. Stewart has been Chief 
Officer on the Frederick Lucke»bacb 
steamship for several months but af- 
ter assisting in bringing the boat to 
port safely and without loss of life, 
Mr. Stewart has received notice that 
he has been made Capt. of the vessel. 
While the ship waa engaged on coast- 
wise traffic between New Orleans and 
the Pacific Coast, It struck a wind of 
110 miles an hour off Tortugas on No- 
vember 7th. Every engine and dyna- 
mo on board was flooded and useless, 
the engtoe room was filled with water 
which seamen were bailing out with 
buckets, one of the life boats was 
washed away, the wireless apparatus 
was dead and the only lights > were 
kerosene lamps. While in this condi- 
tion the waves were rolling the ship 
51 degrees. 


Five representatives of the Tidewa- 


ter Lines, Inc., a'Washington firm, 
founded! for the purpose of operating 
freight and passenger buses in the 
State of Maryland and the District of 
Columbia, met with the Directors of 
the Gettysburg Chamber of Commerce, 
Friday evening, to discuss the possi- 
bility of using Gettysburg as a termi- 
nal for freight and passenger bus line 
to Baltimore and to ask the Cham- 
ber's col-operation in the disposal of 
stock in toe company to Gettysburg 
and vicinity. The members of the 
Chamber expressed themselves as be- 
ing in favor of the proposition-but that 
permission to operate there would be 
withheld until a committee could h* 
selected to investigate the proposi- 
tion thoroughly. This decision the 
Tidewater officials approved.

The area har- 
vested for the state was 1.P87R7G 
acres, compared with 1.294.SOO acres 
last year: the average yield of 46.3 
per acre this year compares with 45.2 
last vear: the total production is es- 
timated at 59.647.425 bushels compar- 
ed with 53.504.265 bushels last year. 
The average yield per acre this year 
was 97 per cent, of normal, i>nd 5.6 
bushels per acre better than the ten- 
year average.

000 bushels, York is second with over 
4,000.000 bus., and Adams is eighth.

At a prelimina.ry hearing 
Friday

town, Green was held under $300 bail 
to appear at a hearing Monday morn- 
ing in Littlestown and Caples was 
held under $500. They were unable 
to furnish bail and were lodged in the 
Adams county jail by Gettysburg 
state police. The three men were 
seen on the streets of Littlestown 
during the afternoon, Friday, and it 
was noticed! that they were under the 
influence of liquor, residents say. At 
the time of the accident they were 
driving on the left hand side of the 
street. These three men, it is said, 
are the same ones who last spring 
drove the same car into a telephone 
pole in Littlestown and cracked the 
pole off near the ground. At that 
time, it is alleged that they were un- 
der the influence of liquor. For this 
second offense Within the 'borough' 
limits of that town, it is believed, that 
they will receive the full extent of 
the law.

Caples was released under ?300 bail 
for his appearance at the January 
term of court to answer to a charge 
of assault and! battery. The two oth- 
er men with Caples at the time of the 
accident were released to appear as 
material witnesses at Court.

Adams County Coininissionors, ^vho 
have been innlcinp: com))arisons of the 
tax returns of the 40 assessors in Ad- 
ams county, on money, stock and oc- 
cupations, 
have .announced that the 
amount of taxable stock and ocoupn- 
tions has fallen off ncai'ly one million 
dollars in this county during the past 
several years. 
Durini; 
the 
war 
the 
value of taxable property Avas unusu- 
ally hiirh and the assessments 
were 
in proportion to the selling price of 
stock and property and to the amount 
of money which could be earned. 
But 
since that time the assessments have 
been falling off and the commission- 
ers have asked in many rases that the 
assessments be made less than 
for- 
mer years. 
This year 
prior to 
the 
time for the assessments the asses- 
sors at the request of the commission- 
ers. afcreed amonj; them-selvcs to as- 
sess all propert> 
at GO per cent, of 
its value. 
Judging from the returns. 
23 of the assessors have followed the 
adviice 
andl liavo assessed 
iia^operty 
at 60 per cent, of its appraised value. 
It is the desire of tne commissioners 
to 
equalize 
the assessments 
in 
the 
various voting districts In order that 
there may be no complaints when the 
tax receipts are returned. 


In past assessments, the percentage 
taken for property was im the neigh- 
borhood of 40 and 4B per cent, of the 
value. 
In a number of the districts 
this year, however, it is noticed by 
the commissioners, that the 
taxable 
property has not been equally assess- 
ed. 
It also is noticed 
in 
the 
com- 
parisons 
now 
being made that 
less 
money is at interest than 
formerly. 
This is not surprising according to 
the commissioners, 
for more 
mone^' 
is bei]ig put into the improvement ot 
properties throughout the county. 


The commissioners also find from 
their records that taxable money at 
Interest 
is not being 
mentioned 
in 
many of the tax 
returns. 
There 
is 
no way in which the true amoimt of 
money at interest 
can 
be 
learned, 
according to the commissioners, 
but 
it is the desire to have the 
assess- 
ments as near equal as possible. 


In all but one of the districts re- 
turned, the assessors have complied 
with the request of the commission- 
ers to assess horses and mules at an 
average of $6U a head and cows at $40 
a head. 
The assessments vary, how- 
ever, from $55 to $65 for horses and 
mules and from $40 to ?2S for cows. 
Last year these chattels we^-e assess- 
ed at from $40 to $45 a head. 
Ac- 
cording to the clerk of the commis- 
sioners, the returns from the richest 
voting district in the county show the 
lowest valuation this year on cows, 
while it is known that this district has 
ohoicest stock.

NEW OXFORD ITEM. NEW OXFORD. PA, 
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Federal System of riacement Training 
for Ex-Service Men All Wrong 


By COL. 0. R. FORBES, Director U. S. Veterans' Bureau 


From the investipation I have made on the sub- 
ject of vocational education, as now being conducted 
by the government, I am convinced that our present 
method of placement training has been demonstratod 
conclusively to be all wrong; 
Former service men, 
who have been given medical attention in hospitals, 
are now being placed in many instances in sweatshops 
and "mushroom concerns/' 
They are not being given 
the training contemplated by the government, but on 
the other hand are being used as a source of cheap 
labor for the purpose of earning profits for the man- 
agers of these institutions. 


Furthermore, the government has furnished these privately managed 
training shops M'ith their machinery and equipment. 
I propose to close 
every "mushroom" institution. 
Tliere are 40 or 50 dilTercnt types of 
these. I figure there are 30,000 veterans of the total 100,000 now receiv- 
ing vocational training in places of this 
character. 
I doubt very much 
if five per cent of the entire 6,000 veterans represented as rehabilitated 
are actually engaged in the work assigned to them by the government. 
They are accepted for certain classes for training in designated institu- 
tions, and all too freqiiently are assigned to some other class of work 
•which will make the proprietor more money for himself. 


Isn't it rotten on the face of it? It is nothing short of slavery to put 
men in certaiiv types of tliese institutions. 
We M-ant to establish schools 
so the men will be honestly and properly rehabilitated instead of destroy- 
ing their morale. We are going to give better study to the physical, men- 
tal and moral side of cach man given into our carc. 


In addition to these schools there will be employment ofiiccs created 
for tlie location of men after they have been thoroughly trained, and there 
will be a follow-up system so that when a trainee after leaving the govern- 
ment schools shows a spccial aptitude in his work he can be given spe- 
cialized assistance. 
Graduates of the national schools will be given cer- 
tificates ns journeymen under a guarantee of the government. 
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It Would Be a Terrible Reflection 
Upon Modern Civilization If— 


By GOVERNOR-GENERAL LEONARD WOOD—Address in Japan 


There has been a great deal of loose and foolish talk about trouble 
between America and Japan. 
But all tliis is nonsense. 
I think I know 
the American people well, and I m\ certain that on their part there is no 
desire and no intention to dwell in any but the friendliest relations with 
their neighboi*s of Japan. 


Loose and idle reports by irresponsible persons have been largely re- 
sponsible for this talk of strained relations, but our relations are not 
Btrained, and are going always to be good. 
Americans want to build up 
trade and commerce, but welcome oi)en and fair competition. 
Americans 
are sure the Japanese ask only the same. 
There is room enough for all 


in honorable competition. 


It would be a terrible reflection upon modern civilization if two great 
peoples like those of Japan and the United States could not get together 
around the conference board and settle all, or nearly all, of their difficul- 
ties. 
We cannot hide the fact, of course, that ^eat issues may arise that 
will challenge all our will and diplomacy to reach a solution, but there 
seems to be nothing in the present situation between Japan and America 
justifying even a suspicion of such an issue. 


Whether the United States and Canada 
Are Peopled by Incendiaries—

We must admit that the older nations of the world regard us in North 
America with curious eyes. They cannot understand exactly how we do it. 
They have not made up their minds whether the United States and Can- 
ada are peopled by incendiaries or if we are childish people who love to 
play with matches.

Canada are the greatest offenders in tlie world. 
Our citizens grew up with 


the smell Qf smoke in their nostrils and the clang of the fire gong in 
their ears.

may happen to visit him as well, when for a time it acquires a persona] 
flavor.

Captain Horace Stewart, son of Dr. 
and Mrs, Henry Stewurt, Gettysburg, 
xvho Is in the merchiint marine ser- 
vice, landed 15 days lato at the port of 
Now Orleans last week after an fcx- 
citing experionce in a shipwreck. In 
the early days of the war Mr. Stewart 
had a number of thrilling experiences 
during Ills many trips to and from 
France, but this one was the moat per- 
ilous. Mr. Stewart has been Chkif 
Onicer on the Frederick Luckenbach 
steamship for several months but af- 
ter assisting in bringing the boat to 
port safely and without loss of life, 
Mr. Stewart has received notice that 
ho liaa been made Capt. of the vessel. 
Wliile the ship was engaged on coast- 
wise traillc between New Orleans and 
the Pacific Coast, it struck a wind of 
110 miles an hour off Tortugas on No- 
vember 7th. Every engine and dyna- 
mo on board was flooded and useless, 
the engine room was filled with water 
which seamen were balling out with 
buckets, one of the life boats was 
washed away, the wireless apparatus 
was dead and the only lights were 
kerosene lamps. AVhile in this condi- 
tion the waves were rolling the ship 
51 degrees.
